Sussex Oattle. 

Sussex cattle are so called fro 
the county of that name in Eng- 
land where they most abound, and 
are distinctly a beef breed. The 
cows, almost without exception, 
give milk of most excellent qual- 
ity, and enough for family use, be- 
sides that taken by the calf, but 
geuerally in quantities insufficient 
for dairy purposes; they fatten 
when dry, perhaps more readily 
than the ox. The average weight 
of a well-fatted two-year-old bul- 
lock may be safely put down at 
1,400 pounds. 

For ashort description by way 
of comparison, imagine a Devon of 
excessive size, and if a cow with 


convey an accurate idea of the 
Sussex. More particularly horns 
of medium length, nose tolerably 
wide, with muzzle of flesh color, 
thin between the nostrils and eyes, 
eyes rather prominent, forehead 
inclined to be wide, neck not very 
long, sides straight, not coarse at 
joint of shoulder, wide and open in 
the breast, which should project 
forward; ,irth deep, legs short, 
chine bone straight ribs broad, 
loin full of flesh and wide, hip bone 
not very large and well covered, 
rump flat and long, tail whitish at 
tip and should drop perpendicu- 
larly, thigh flat outside and full 
inside, coat soft and silky witha 
mellow touch, color solid red, both 
light and dark, sometimes the two 
shades mingling and making a 


ofthe bull and ox are not so long 
as those of the cow; and on the 
authority of an eminent breeder, 
the horns vary somewhat in ani- 
mals of the different families; and 
a few gray or white hairs nearly 
always single, except upon the 
foretop, are regarded most favor- 
ably. 

The special merits claimed for 
the breed are—large size, early ma- 


quality of flesh laid on in most de- 
sirable parts, hardihood of consti- 
tution and uniform popular color, 
and the ability to impress these 
characteristics upon their offspring 
that it is the equal of the best un- 
der the most auspicious conditions, 
and excels upon the treatment 
commonly allotted to the cattle of 
commerce, 

Their origin, like that of all the 
oldest breeds of English cattle, is 
involved in obscurity. According 
to Youatt and Martin, some of the 
ancient British fled before the ac- 
vance of their enemies to the 
weald of east Sussex, and carried 
with thein, or found there, some of 
the natiye cattle of the country, 
and jealously guarded them against 
all admixture. 

The editor of the Sussex Herd 
Book, and author of the chapter on 
Sussex cettle in the work, “Cattle 
of Great Britain,” doubts whether 
the breed was imported by or 
found native to the country, on the 
advent of William the Conqueror 
and his followers, The conclusion 
is more in consonance with reason; 
it is indigenous to the southeastern 
counties of England; the supposi- 
tion that the foundation of the 
stock was taken there, being based 
solely upon the fact tLat property 
in those early days consisted large- 
ly of “moveables,” and most largely 
of moveables possessed of power 
of locomotion. 

Be this as it may, the breed is 
universally recognized to be a dis- 
tinct one, and has been a preminent 
feature of Sussex from time im-

HERE is what a Democratic ex- 


change has to say about the propo- 
sition of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the United States Senate, 
to expend some of the millions now 
lying idle in the national treasury 
for fortifications and for putting our 
coasts in a proper state of defense: 

The United States Senate Committee 
on coast defenses has reported a bill 
appropriating $120,000,000 for fortifica- 
tions, twenty-one millions to be spent 
the coming year. This appropriation 
is merely to afford an excuse for con- 
tinuing the present war tax tariff. It 
is an insult to the American people 
and should be resented by them as 
such. 

The above is the sheerest bosh 
and nonsense. Our fortifications 
and means of defense are utterly 
inadequate to meet successfully any 
attack by any first or even second- 
class powers. In case of a rupture 
with Great Britain, for instance, 
the great cities of New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, New Orleans, 
San Francisco and other lesser 
cities, would be almost at the mercy 
of the powerful British ironclads. 
Now why should this be so? We 
have the money lying idle, and 
why not use itin a way that will 
prepare the country to meet any 
shock that it may be called upon to 
meet? True, that time may never 
arrive, but the surest way to pre- 
vent it, is to be prepared to meet it. 
“In time of peace prepare for 
war.’’ 

If there is any “‘insult’’ offered 
to anybody in this connection, it is 
that Congress has ‘‘insulted’’ the 
nation by refusing, with plenty of 
money at its disposal, to put the 
country in a condition to defend 
herself against any attack. The 
Senate proposition is a most sensi- 
ble and business-like one, and we 
hope it will pass that body, and if 
the Democratic house chooses to 
defeat the measure, let the respon-

An interesting Account of Pyra- 
mid, Mud and Duck Lakes, 


Dan De Quille io a recent letter 
te the Salt Lake Tribune has the 
following to say of Washoe county 


lakes: 

Some of the Nevada newspapers 
are puzzling themselves about a 
change which they say is in pro- 
gress at Pyramid lake and its twin, 
Mud iake. It is said that while the 
former is fast drying up the latter. 
is rapidly increagimg, in size and 
depth. It is farther said that 
owiaog to some mysterious cause 
‘such a change takes piace ounce in | 
abo it twenty-five years’? — that 
“the water in Mud lake rises toa 
certain limit and then lewers, while 
the water in Pyramid rises and 
vice versa.”’ : % 

There is really nothing mysteri- 
ous about the changes that take 

lace in these two lakes. Mud 
ake or Winnenaucca lake, as it was 
at one time called, in honor of the 
old Chief of all the Piutes, lies on 
the east side of Pyramid lake, with 
which it runs parallel, and from 
which it is separated by but a 
single mountain ridge of whitish 
rock and sand. It is nearly twenty 
miles long and five or six miles 
wide, On the east side of the lake 
stands a mountain ridge similar to 
that which separates it from Pyra- 
mid lake, but nruth higher: The lake 
therefore rests.in,a sort of trough 
between twor izes of bills. The 
surface of the Water in Mud lake is 
nearly forty feet lower than in 
Pyramid, though the two lakes le 
so near together. 


THE OLD RAFTS. 


At some period past ages Mud 
lake was much larger than at pres- 
ent. This isto bescen by the old 
water lines worn deep into the 
slopes of the two hille between 
which it lies. The Indians say that 
less thau a generation ago the lake 
was more than twice as long and 
much wider and deeper than at 
present. [here can be no doubt 
that there was a time when the 
water in the two lakes stood at the 
same level, but rafts of timber 
(drift wood from the Sierras) lodged 
in that branch of the moutb of the 
Truckee river by which Mud lake 
was fed and dammed the stream, 
thus turning the Main flow of the 
river into the shorter branch which 
empties into Pyra nid. These old 
rafts are still to be seen in several 
places in that branch of the Truc- 
kee which empties into Mud lake. 
They reach from bank to bank and 
the tops of them stand high and 
dry above water. The drift- 
ing sand has formed a sort of 
soil on some of them. Across these 
lead Indian pony trails, and all the 
old drifts serve as bridges for foot- 
men. 
ACHANNEL UNDER THE RAFTS. 


A few years ago a raft formed in 
that branch of the ‘I'ruckee which 
feeds Pyramid. This raft dammed 
the river for a long distance above, 
The pressure was so great on the 
rafts in the Mud lake branch that 
they were lifted from their ancient 
beds and the water found a way up- 
der them, where itstillruns,though 
the raft in the Pyramid branch was 
long sinve removed by the Indians, 
and the great body of water again 
turned into Pyramid lake. Though 
the driftwood in the Pyramid branch 
was removed, the drifta or rafts in 
the other branch did not settle back 
into their old beds. The water still 
runs under them and doubtless with 
a gradually increasing channel. 
Mud lake is now about eight miles | 
longer than formerly, and propor- 
tionately broader. Were the rafts 
wholly removed Mud lake would 
undoubtedly fill up to the level of 
Pyramid, or some forty feet higher 
than now. Mud lake isa misnomer. 
The waters of the lake are clear and

This is-an action to recover damages for 
the alleged Wrongful diversion and use of 
the waters of Niagara Creek, and the three 
southernmost branches of Snow Creek, de- 
scribed in the complaint, and for equitable 
relief against further diversion. 

In his answer defendant prays for a de- 
cree a ‘judging to him the right to use the 
waters of Snow Creek, or a sufficient quan- 
tity thereof, to irrigate so much of his land 
as may be irrigated by said waters; that his 
right to so much of the waters of Niagara 
Creek as he had diverted through ‘‘Mahan’s 
ditch’’ be adjudicated su 
plaintiff, and that plaintiff be perpetually 
enjoined from interfering with his said 


rights. 

Phe action was commenced April 13, 1881, 
and on July 26, 1881, a trial was had which 
terminated in a verdict by the jury on 
eighty-three special issues of fact, and a 

eneral verdict, in favor of plaintiff, for five 

liars damages 

On the same day the court made and filed 
certain findings, and plaintiff and defend- 
ant, each, by his counsel, madea motion 
for judgmentin his favor upon the plead- 
ings, we verdict of.the jury, special 
verdict of the jury and the findings of the 

ourt, which motions were taken under ad- 
visement by the court, but never decided. 

No further action was taken in the case, 
so far us the record shows, by the Court or 
either party, until March 26, 1887, when 

laintiff, by his present counse', gave no- 

ice of a motion for judgment on the plead- 
ings, general and special verdicts of the 
jury, and findings of the Court before men- 
tioned. 

When the last named motion came on to 
be heard, counsel for defendant objected to 
the hearing of the same, and the aeepes 
thereof, upon the ground that plaintiff ha 
been lty of laches, negligence and inex- 
cusable delay in making the same. The 
objection was overruled and an exception 
taken. 

Thereupon counrel for defendant proved 
‘hat Hon J. H. Flack, the Judge before 
whom the case was tried, died in October, 
1881, and aiter argument, judgment was 
rendered and entered avainst defendant in 
the sum of five dollars damages; and it was 
ordered adjudged and decreed that at the 
time this suit was brought, plaintiff was, 
and is, the owner of the usufruct, and en- 
titled to use and enjoy for the irrigation of 
the land described in complaint all the wa- 
ters of said Niagara Creek, and all the 
waters naturally flowing in the two south- 
ernmost branches of said Snow Creef, at all 
times, and whenever he requires the same 
for the proper irrigation of the land de- 
scribed in complaint; that defendant was, 
and is the owner and entitled to use for 
irrigation of the land described in his ans- 
wer, and for stock and domestic purposes, 
all the waters of Snow Creek naturally flow- 
ing therein, except that part naturally 
flowing inthe two southernmost branches 
of said Snow Creek, and each party was 
perpetually enjoined from depriving the 
other of any rights to him belonging, as set 
mover in the decree. Plaintiff recovered his 
costs. 

1. It is urged that the Court erred in 
granting the plaintiff’s motion for judgment 
on account of his la hes, negligence and in- 
excusable delay in making the same. 

From the facts above stated it appears 
that each party claimed to be the owner and 
entitled to the use of the waters in dispute. 
and asked affirmative relief against the 
other in relation to the same; that on the 
date of the verdicts, each submitted a mo- 
tion for judgment in favor; that the 
motions were taken under advisement by 
Judge Flack, who died in October, 1881, be- 
fore rendering judgment in the cause; that 

laintiff made another and similar motion 

or judgment before Judge Fitzgerald, in 
March, 1:87, which was granted. 

ltis also stated by counsel for defendant 
in teir printed briefs, andis the truth, that 
Judge bigelow, who was plaintiff’s attor- 
ney whenthe suit was brought and tried 
succeeded Judge Flack by appointment and 
election, and was the presiding District 
Judge in Elko county, wherein the cause 
was tried, until January, 1857, when, fer 
the first time after Judge Flack’s death, a 
Judge competent to render judgment was 
provided 

Although it is not claimed that there is 
any statute of limitations within which this 
case falis, it is undoubtedly true, as claimed 
by the learned counsel for defendant, that 

lrights of action may be lost by lack of 
diligence in asserting them, and in proper 
cases actions may be dismissed for want of 
ag yee and oftentimes equity refuses 
cate a party who has slept upon his 

ts. 

‘*To let in the defense that the claim is 
stale and that the bill cannot, therefore, be 
supported, it is not necessary that a rounda- 
tion shall be laid by any avermentin the 
answer of the defendants. If the case as it 
appears atthe hearing is liable to the ob- 
jection by reason of the laches of the cum- 

lainants, the Court will a that ground, 

e passive and refuse relief. 

‘* Every case is governed chiefly by its own 
circumstances. 

‘*‘Sometimes the analogy of the statute of 
limitations is applied ; sometimes a longer 

eriod than that prescribed by the statute 

s required; in some cases a shorter time is 
sufficient : and sometimes the rule is applied 
where there is no statutable bar. It is com- 
petent for the Court to apply the inherent 

rinciples of its own system of jurispru- 
Renee, and to decide accordingly.’’ (Sulli- 
van vs. Portland and Kennebec R. R. Co., 
94 U R., 81i.) 

‘‘The reason of the rule is apparent, and 
consists in the difficulty, andin many cases, 
the impossibility of ascertaining, after a 
great lapse 0! time, the facts necessary to 
enable the Court to exescise its power with 
safety. He who delays asserting his rights 
until the proofs respecting the transaction 
out of which he claims his rights arose, are 
so indeterminate and obscure that it is im- 
possible for the Court to see whether what 
seems to be justice to himis not injustice 
to his adversary, should be denied all relief, 
for, by his laches, he has deprived the Court 
of the power of ascertaining with reasonable 
certainty, what tue truth is, and thus of 
doing justice.’’ (MecCartin vs. Adminis- 
trator, 11 Atlantic Keporter, 164.) 

And in Adams, ad. vs Taylor, 14Ark. 67 
it issaid that * * * ‘while Courts of 
Chancery may have a discretion to deter- 
mine the rights of parties seeking an ad- 
judication, notwithstanding the lapse of 
time, where the facts are not disputed, or 
are susceptible of being clearly ascertained; 
the reason why they reiuse relief in accord- 
ance with a statute by which they are not 
expressly bound, is the fear of doing injus- 
tice, and the inability to afford relief, where 
the sources of testimony have become ob- 
scured or lost by lapse of time.’’ 

ln Daggers vs. Van Dyck, 37 N. J., Eq., 
137, the Court said: * * ‘*The delay o 
the complainant in seeking redress consti- 
tutes no defense. It is only when the 
complainant has slept over his wrong* so 
long, that if relief pode teag to him, great 
and serious wrong be done to the de- 
fendant, that laches constitute a complete 
defense.

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We are satisfied with the conclusion 
reached for the reasons above . 
and will not extend the volume of - 
ion by discussing a question at 
the oral argument—that is to say, whether 
or not defendant can complain of the delay, 
inasmuch as he did not himself move the 
Court to call another Judge or transfer the 
cause to another district for decision, al- 
though after Judge Flack’s death, as well 
as before, his motion for judgment was 
pending. 

(But see Nevada Co. & Sac Canal Co. vs. 
Kidd, 28 Cal., 684; Baird et al. vs. Moses et al. 
21 Ga., 250.) 

2. It 1s claimed that under the law as de- 
clared in Jones vs. Adams. 19 Nev.—the com- 
oe states no cause of action, because it 

ases plaintiff's right to recover upon ri 
ian ownership and not upon ap creiition. 

his case does not call fora discussion of 
the rights of reparian proprietors, nor does 
it require a re-statement of the points de- 
cided in Jones vs. Adams, which speak for 
themselves. 

In his complaint plaintiff alleges that 
“Niagara Creek isa natural surface stream 
of running water which, until the commis- 
sion of the grievances hereinafter stated, has 
from time immemorial constantly flowed 
over, upon and through the mons of the 
— * * * and of right ought still to 

ow over, through and upon the same; and 
that said lands embrace the natural banks, 
beds and channel of said stream.”’ 

The same allegations are made in relation 
to the three southernmost branches of Snow 
Creek. But following the allegations just 
stated, in-each cause of action, is a full and 
explicit statement of facts showing an ap- 
propriation of all the waters of Niagara 
Creek in 1875, and of the two southernmost 
branches of Snow Creek in 1874. 

In his answer defendant did not, as to 
Niagara Creek, claim to be riparian propri- 
etor, but alleges prior appropriation and 
title by prescription. 

As to Snow Creek, twa of its natural chan- 
nels pass over and through defendant’s land, 
but the two southernmost ones do not. 

Defendant claimed the waters adjudged to 
plaintiff, by prior appropriation only, and 
set up title, by prescription, to the saie. 
From the pleadings and findings it seems 
plain that the case was tried mainly upon the 
two issues just stated, raised by the answer 
prior appropriation and prescription, and it 
is certain that, by the judgment, plaintiff 
was awarded no relief except such as he was 
entitled to receive upon findings in his favor 
on those two issues. ‘ 

Itis also claimed that the complaint fails 
to state facts constituting a cause of action, 
because there is no proper avermert that 
plaintiff is the owner, or entitled to the use 
or flow or enjoyment of the waters of Niagara 
Creek, or the two southernmost branches of 
Snow Creek. As to Niagara Creek, the crit- 
icism of counsel is entirely without merit. 

As to Snow Creek, there is no allegation: in 
terms that plaintiff is the owner or entitled to 
the use of the waters naturally flowingin the 
two sout@ernmost branches; but plaintiff's 
appropriation in 1874, by means of dams and 
ditches constructed by him for irrigating 
purposes upon his land, his continued use 
thereof since that time, except when pre- 
vented by defendant,and the necessity of such 
use, together with ample facts justifying 
equitable relief, are fully averred. and they 


are sufficient to sustain the posing ps ; 

The facts material to be alleged were plain- 
tiffs prior appropriation and defendant’s di- 
version. ; 

If plaintiff first appropriated the waters in 
question for irrigating ag poe upon his 
land, the law gave him the right to continue 
their exclusive use, regardless of the pleader’s 
opinion in the —— : 

When those facts were alleged and admitted 
or proven, the law determined plaintiff's 
rights to be, that he was entitled to use and 
enjoy the waters up to the amount of his ap- 
propriation; and an allegation of the conclu- 
sion of law following the facts alleged, would 
add nothing to the pieading. ; 

Mr. Pomeroy says: “In accordance with 
the principles of pleading adoptedin the new 
American system, the existence of a a 
right in the abstract form is never alleged by 
the plaintiff; but instead thereof, the facts 
from which that right arises are set forth, 
and the right itself is inferred therefrom. 
The cause of action, as it appears in the com- 
plaint, when properly pleaded will, therefore, 
always be the facts from which the plaintiff's 
primary right and the defendant’s corres- 
ponding primary duty have arisen, together 
with facts which constitute the defendant’s 
delict or act of wrong.” (Remedies and 
Remedial Rights, Section 453.) 

Again it is urged that “‘ the matters alleged 
as grounds for equitable relief in both counts, 
are not sufficient to sustain the judgment as 
to the equitable relief therein granted.”’ 

To sustain this assertion counsel for de- 
fendant say: “In neither of the counts is 
there any allegation of the plaintiff's owner- 
ship or appropriation of the use or enjoy- 
ment of the water, or any trespass of the de- 
fendant. 

“All that is a is matter tending to 
show the irreparable nature of the defend- 
ant’s trespasses. Itis well settled thatina 
complaint for both legal and equitable relief, 
the statement of each cause of action must be 
separate and complete initself. Nor can the 
ailegations of any count be eked out by those 
of another, unless by express reference.”’ 

We presume counsel's argument is predi- 
cated upon the thoe that there are four 
causes of action stated in the complaiut in- 
stead of two—two for judgment at law and 
two for equitable relief; and that the latter 
must contain allthe allegations necessary to 
sustain the injunction granted, including 
those of plaintiff s a? or right of use, 
or prior appropriation, and defendant's di- 
version, although the same facts are pre- 
viously alleged in stating facts looking to 
legal relief; because it cannot be denied that 
plaintiff’s appropriation and defendant’s di- 
version are plainly and separately alleged 
in the parts of the complaint preceding the 
allegations justifying equitabie relief. : 

It may be admitted that when a complaint 
contains.more than one cause of action “each 
count must contain all the facts necessary to 
constitute a cause of action; and that its de- 
fects cannot be supplied from statements 
outside of it; and not then if the matters 
omitted relate tothe gravamen of the action.” 
(Haskell vs. Haskell, 54 Cal., 265; Pomeroy’s 
Remedies, etc., Seetion 575.) : 

This complaint fills every requirement 
stated and follows approved precedents. 

Plaintiff declares separately upon two 
causes of action only, although in each he 
seeks two kinds of relief, as he is permitted 
todo. (Pomeroy’s Remedies, etc., Sections 78, 
437, 452, 454, 575; Bliss on Code Pleadings, 
section 114.) 

In each cause of action the grounds of 
equitable interposition are stated subse- 
quently to, and distinct from, those upon 
which the judgment at law is sought, and in 
each the portion which seeks equitable relief 
is separate from the —s part by apt 
words. (Natoma W. M.Co. vs. Clarkin, 
14 Cal., 548.) 

As to each stream, ail the facts stated as 
grounds for legal and equitable relief consti- 
tute but one cause of action. and in seekin 
the equitable interposition of the Court. it’ 
was onl Receennry. Be proper to allege other 
facts which, in addition to those pregiously 
stated as grounds for a judgment at law, 
would justify the injunction sought. 

3. It is asserted that “the ju ent ren- 
dered by the Court is unsup by the 
findings, and the same are insufficient to 
sustain the judgment.”

At folio roo et ., Of the transcript, the 
jury was eek ies the defendant since 
the year 1872 used the waters of Snow Creek 
for the pu of irrigation continuously, 
peaceably, openly, notoriously, under the 
claim of righ and adversely to plaintiff and 
all other persons? 

“‘Answer.—yYes,”’ 

The Court below applied these findings to 
all the waters of Snow Creek, except those 
naturally flowing into the two southernmost 
branches thereof; and the quertionis, whether 
they embrace, or were intended by the jury 
to embrace the entire waters of all the 
branches of Snow Creek, or only those in- 
cluded by the Court. 

From the pleadings and findings construed 
together it is Bae to us that the oe not 
intend to find that since 1872 de nt had 
used all the waters of Snow Creek in the 
manner stated at folio 100, or hgd so used 
any of the waters naturally flowing in the 
two southernmost branches thereof. 

Some of the reasons for this conclusion 
will be stated. 

It was found that in 1873 defendant moved 
on to plaintiff's land, described in complaint, 
and erected a dwelling house thereon, as 
lessee of plaintiff; that defendant commenced 
using the waters of the two southernmost 
branches on the lands now claimed by him, 
in 1876; that his use thereof prior to that time 
was on plaintiff's land described in the com- 
piaint, and that in 1876 defendant changed 
the point of diversion of the waters of Snow 
Creek from a point on plaintiff's land de- 
scribed in complaint, to a point on the lands 
now claimed by defendant. 

It seems to us that in the last finding the 
two southernmost branchcs, only, were re- 
ferred to, although the wo “the waters of 
Snow Creek” were used; because plaintiff 
did not claim to have diverted, at any time 
the waters of any of the other branches, an 
defendant ‘‘commenced using the waters of 
the two southernmost branches on lands 
now claimed by him, in 1876.”’ 

Until 1876, defendant’s use of the waters of 
the two southernmost branches was upon 
lands occupied by him as tenant of plaintiff. 
But, say counsel for appellant, ‘this fact does 
not imply that defendant was tenant of 
plaintiff’s water a also. A man may rent 
another’s land and trespass ,upon his water 
right, or vice versa.”’ 

ut let us consider the fact of defendant’s 
tenancy in connection with others. 

It is admitted by the re that the 
three southernmost branches of Snow Creek 
flow naturally through and over plaintiff's 
land, and the jury found that the two other 
branches pass over defendant’s land de- 
— in the answer,in two natural chan- 
nels. 

Defendant rented plaintiffs land in 1873, 
but it is not found that he used any of the 
waters of Snow Creek for its irrigation in 
1873, and in 1974 plaintiff, by means of dams 
and ditches, a 7 the waters of the 
the two southefnmost branches running 
through his land. 

Now, to say the least, it would have been 
an anomalous proceeding on the rt of 
plaintiff to lease land to defendant that was 
valuable with irrigation, but practically 
valueless without it, and allow him to con- 
tinue an adverse use of water diverted from 
the natural channels by plaintiff for the sole 
purpose of irrigating the leased lands. 

ere is no finding that plaintiff appro- 
priated all the waters of the two southern- 
most branchesin 1874, but the answer sub- 
stantially admits it. The complaint contains 
an averment of such appropriation and use 
by means of dams and ditches, and defendant 
only denies that plaintiff constructed dams 
and ditches * * * whereby he diverted 
all the waters from the two southernmost 
channels, or that it was necessary to use all 
the waters of said channels, or that defendant 
had diverted or used allthe waters of said 
channels—thus admitting plaintiffs appro- 
priation and necessary use and his own di- 
version, except asto the smallest quantity 
flowing in said channels or branches. 

After making the admission just stated, 
defendant then alleges that in 1871, by means 
of dams and ditches leading from the chan- 
nels of Snow Creek, he diverted therefrom 
all the waters thereof when necessary to ir- 
rigate his said land, and that he diverted said 
waters for the purposes of 
year thereafter. 

He does not amet that at any time prior to 
plaintiff's admitt apuesprsntion wad use he 
appropriated any of the waters of the two 
southernmost branches, which were the only 
ones in dispute on the question of prior ap- 
21 a asa and use, but contents himself 
with the allegation that he diverted all the 
waters of Snow Creek when necessary to ir- 
rey his own land, without alleging that all 
of said waters were necessary, or that he used 
any portion thereof, excegt upon his own 
land described in the answer. In fact he 
limits all adverse use since 1871 to his own 
lands; that is to say, in his answer, his claim 
of right and title by prescription rests u a 
use of the waters of Snow Creek, not of the 
two southernmost branches thereof; upon 
his own lands described in the answer, not 
plaintiff's. 

But the jury found that he did not com- 
mence using the waters of the two southern- 
most bfanches on his own lands until 1876, 
and that his prior use was upon viaintia’s 
land, undoubtedly as plaintiff's tenant. 

in, asto Niagara Creek, it appears in 
both complaint and answer that defendant 
diverted’ only a portion of its waters. He 
claimed only so much thereof as ran through 
the ‘‘Mahan ditch,” which was but a part of 
the creek. Butin many instances the form 
of questions put tothe jury is the same as 
that of those under consideration in relation 
to defendant’s adverse use of the waters of 
Snow Creek.

The plaintiff was entitled to his costs. 
Judgment affirmed.
